I 
have a request in for the political ("security" files to the FBI) records also. Aa you 
might imagine, that is being stonewalled. 

What you aeem to have moat interest in ia what I have from Hoover's 0 & Cfiles. 
aorton Halperin's request for those records was broader, so I suggest that you first 
ask him because that way you should get more. 

I've also obtained an inventory of field office records pertaining to the campaign 
against K ing, a little care than 400 pages of inventories. . 

There are also miscellaneous records pertaining to auttorlaation for spying, as 
on the family of femes ferl Ray and Karina Oswald, among others. I'm getting summaries 
or about 23 reels of tape on Carina. I declined transcripts because too much is too 
personal* I have knowledge of some of the content. 

Thera are records of the spying done by others, as the Memphis sheriff on James 
Earl Ray. Some on Jim Oarrteon. I've filed an appeal and won*, there should be more. 

In general I have the FBIHQ, Dallas and New Orleans J5K assassination, Lee and Marina 

Oswald and Jack «uby files plus one on the Warren Commission. With King I have the 

FBIH4 "KURKIN" files and those of seven field offices. I also ham, the Failhi and Memphis 

files on the sanitation workers whose strike King was supporting and a misnamed group of 

young blacks wi* called themselves the Invaders. A friend, Dr. Gerald KcKnight, of the 

local Hood history faculty, has done a lengthy scholarly article on the strike files 

and I'm hoping this summer he will do th same with the Invaders file, thereafter to do 

a book incorporating both, as an illustration of the porting FBI spying in a single 
conn unity* ^
